DID IT,” SHE 
SAYS 


Slayer of General Obre- 
gon Tells Reason 
for Deed 


San Angel, Mexico, Nov. 2—(ZP) 
Jose de Leon Torval today took 
full responsibility for the assassina­ 
tion of President-elect Obregon. He 
told the Judge and Jury, who hold 
his life in their hands, that while 
his co-defendant. Mother Concep­ 
tion, had given him confidence and 
inspiration, she was entirely Ignor­ 
ant of the effect she produced and 
had no knowledge of his intended 
act. 
Leon Toral’s recital of the mo­ 
tives which leu nim lo shoot Gen­ 
eral Obregon as he sat at a ban­ 
quet table, took more than an hour 
and a quarter. 
The first day of 
fhe trial then was adjourned to 
be resumed tomorrow morning. 
Mother Conception sat beside 
Toral as he stood before the Judge 
md reiterated that she had no re­ 
sponsibility for 
his 
crime. 
He 
maintained this story despite per­ 
sistent questions by the judge. He 
said that he had gained confidence 
and inspiration in casual conver­ 
sations wtlh the nun but that she 
WEIS ignorant or the 
effect 
her 
words were having on him. He de­ 
cided upon the assassination, he 
said, “as the only thing to do to 
help the cause,” referring to the 
religious controversy 
in 
Mexico. 
He said that his idea was to sacri­ 
fice his own life as well as that of 
General Obregon so that the coun­ 
try might be spared greater blood­ 
shed. 
Proceedings Broadcast. 
“I acted for the good of all Catho­ 
lics,” he said. 
“It was a mission 
of God. 
I did not know exactly 
what immediate results the assassi­ 
nation would bring, but I was con­ 
fident It would bring relief to Cath­ 
olics.’* 
The defendant spoke freely dur­ 
ing the trial. He said he consider­ 
ed General Obregon one of those 
responsible for the religious ques­ 
tions and for its consequent “loss 
of many llvea.” 
The small courtroom here could 
accommodate few more than one 
hundred of the thousands of per­ 
sons who desired to attend the 
trial. The department of communi­ 
cations, howeved, installed radic 
apparatus, so that the proceedings 
might be broadcast to the nation. 
The nine Jurors who will heal 
the case were selected this morn­ 
ing from a panel of thirty. 
While Leon Toral 
faces 
the 
death penalty if convicted, Mother 
Conception is charged simply with 
complicity, entailing a maximum 
penalty of twenty years imprison­ 
ment. 


Bishop Cannon is 
Target of Byrd, 
Virginia Governor 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 2— (ZP) 
Governor Byrd in 
a 
statement 
here today declared that Bishop 
James Cannon, Jr., of the Meth­ 
odist Episcopal 
church, 
south, 
“openly raises the religious Issue 
In 
antl-Cathollc 
statements 
wherein he attacks the Catholic 
religion under the thin excuse of 
endeavoring to prove that Cath­ 
olics are more Intolerant 
than 
Protestants Independent of 
poli­ 
tics.” 
“Bishop Cannon has said that 
his opposition to Governor Smith 
is because of prohibition and not 
because of his 
religion," 
the 
governor said. “He has said that 
he would have supported Senator 
Walsh ag a dry Catholic, yet In 
his effort to Republlcanize 
Vir­ 
ginia, 
Bishop 
Cannon 
openly 
raises the religious issue in anti­ 
catholic statements wherein 
he 
attacks the Catholic religion un­ 
der the thin excuse of endeavor­ 
ing to prove that 
Catholic 
are 
more intolerant then Protestants, 
independent of politics. 
It 
is 
grave resonsibillty 
for 
Bishop 
Cannon to Instill hatred and mal­ 
ice in the hearts of 
Americans 
against other Americans merely 
because they choose to worship 
the same God we worship but in 
a different."

Adm itted Burning Self 
In her statement to which she 
adhered for three 
days, 
even 
when told that 
she would 
die, 
Miss Knaak, a former student of 
psychology, said she spent Mon­ 
day night in the deserted village 
and at down Tuesday 
morning 
decided to burn herself In 
the 
basement furnace to prove 
her 
love and attain spiritual purity. 
She said 
she 
removed 
and 
burned her clothing 
and 
then 
thrust legs and arms into the live 
coals. 
The story at first was scoffed 
at by the authorities. Then, as it 
was told over and 
over, 
they 
came to believe It for 
want 
of 
•ny other em an ation . 
Shortly 
before dawn 
today, 
however,' 
from the swollen, cracked Ups 
of the dying girl came a 
mum­ 
bled: “I wonder— I wonder.” 
“You wonder what, Alfrieda?” 
asked a nurse as relatives bent 
over her. 
I wonder why they did it?” 
muttered the girl. 
“Who did it?” almost shouted 
the nurse. 
“I can’t remember, 
the 
girl 
enunciated with difficulty as con­ 
sciousness left her.

policeman, 
who in his spare time had

structed the girl in public speak­ 
ing and elocution, was taken to 
her bedside. To a question as to 
whether she had burned herself, 
the girl waited long before

A. B. Cook, for 
mer master of the Grange

AXE MURDERER 
KILLS FAMILY 


Rejected Suiter Go e s 
Amuck; Takes Own 
Life 


Santa Ros, Cal., Nov. 2—(ZP)— 
Officers expressed belief today that 
jealousy and desire for revenge 
caused a rejected suitor to wipe 
out a family of three here this 
morning and then kill himself after 
setting fire to the family’s dwell­ 
ings. 
An axe was used to kill C. J. 
Bertola, retired grocer and mem­ 
ber of a prominent and wealthy 
California family, and his wife and 
young daughter, Camille. The man 
who is supposed to have commit­ 
ted the murders and set the house 
afire was Charles Braker, 45. 
A 
body, identified as Braker^, was 
found with two of the others in the 
embers of the destroyed dwelling. 
It had a bullet wound in the head. 
Braker had a divorced wife and 
son here. 
Sheriff S. Douglas Bills 
said the man rented an automobile 
and drove to tile Bertola home. 
The car was standing in front of 
the house when neighbors discover­ 
ed the fire. 
The theory is that Braker went 
to the Bertola home, to settle mat 
I 
tors, and ended by slaying tile fam­ 
ily' and then shooting himself. 
Ber­ 
tola was not killed instantly, hut 
made his way from the burning 
house into the yard where he was 
found dead. 
It is known that 
Braker 
had 
sought the hand of Miss Bertola. 
The former Mrs. Braker told po­ 
lice today she believed Braker had 
homicidal 
tendencies. 
She 
said 
that when he was on a hunting 
trip with lier once, he tried to 
get lier to put her head on a stump 
and threatened hor with an axe.

Michigan Bar is 
Split on Capital 
Punishment Law 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 2—(ZP)— 
A well-divided opinion among mem­ 
bers of the Michigan Bar associa- 
tion as to whether Michigan should 
adopt capital punishment Is indi­ 
cated by returns from a vote being 
taken on the question by the asso­ 
ciation. 
Of 677 votes sent thus far by 
members lawyers to Prof. Herbert 
F. Goodrich, of the University of 
Michigan School of Law and secre­ 
tary of the bar association. 377 fa­ 
vored capital punishment and 300 
were opposed to it. 
Prof. Goodrich said in making 
the figures public that while the 
vote Is not decisive, "It is about 
what might have been expected, 
and I do not believe that the final 
returns will materially alter the 
ratio.”

upon at the last state meeting of 
the association in Bay City when 
the committee on capital punish 
ment submitted a majority report 
favoring the death penalty.

Danger in Distant 
Epidemics Keeps 
Inspectors Alert 


W ashington (ZP)—The 
speeding 
tip of international transportation, 
w ith its many commercial and so­ 
cial advantages, the public health 
service has found, has added some­ 
what to the potential danger which 
lies in the attendant acceleration 
of means for spreading disease. 
This situation has been empha­ 
sized recently with the reappear­ 
ance of cholera in some tropical 
ports and of yellow fever in epi­ 
demic form in Brazil. 
Severe out­ 
breaks of yellow fever also are 
reported In Africa, and bubonic 
plague, one of the most dreaded of 
tropical diseases, is known to per­ 
sist in a number of South Ameri­ 
can, Oriental and African ports. 
Charged 
with 
preventing 
the 
spread of these and other diseases 
smong their countrymen, the m ari­ 
tim e quarantine officers of the serv­ 
ice have found it necessary to be 
more than ever alert. In their in­ 
spection of ships. T his routine of 
examining ships** passengers and. 
crews before they are allowed to 
land may appear to be very prosaic, 
since few of them actually are dan­ 
gerous, but many incidents crop 
up to keep the officers mindful of 
the potential perils they are called 
upon to combat. 
Only recently a vessel entering 
an American port from Liverpool 
bore a notation on its bill of health 
from 
the 
United 
States 
consul 
there which said: 
“Vessel arrived Liverpool. Eng­ 
land, from Buenos Aires and Rosa­ 
rio, Brazil. 
Of 76 rats caught on 
board, seven found to be plague 
infected.’* 
Ordinarily, a quarantine officer 
could hardly expect to find bubonic 
plague germs aboard a ship com­ 
ing from a port seemingly so re­ 
mote from reservoirs of that dis­ 
ease. 
Nevertheless, his duty re­ 
quires that he examine every ship, 
no m atter how “safe” its last port 
of call may be, for indications of 
plague, cholera, yellow fever, ty­ 
phus fever, smallpox, leprosy, and 
anthrax. 
Only because th a t task is per­ 
formed thoroughly, day after day, 
month after m onth and year after 
year, in all parts of the United 
States and its Insular possessions, 
health service officials believe, has 
it been possible to 
protect 
the 
American people against some of 
the world’s greatest afflictions and 
to build up a reputation for having 
the most effective 
and 
efficient 
m aritim e quarantine system in ex­ 
istence.

gas fire, are being developed by 
the American Gas association. 
The projected house is norm al 
size, with probably eight 
rooms, 
for experim ental purposes. It lo­ 
cation bas not been fixed, but Is 
likely to be In tbe midwest. The 
objective is to w ork out the po- 
uibie economic practicability 
of 
houses heated and cooled by proc­ 
esses which now exlBt mainly as 
. laboratory experiments. 
The windows of the house will 
be used for daylight, but not for 
•ventilation. The plan is to make 
them air-tight except for 
such 
occasions as 
windows 
washing. 
The doors will be som ewhat 
of 
the bank safe pattern, of stepped 
edges in sufficient num bers to be 
virtually air-tight. One reason for 
the window closing is a 
labora 
tory discovery th a t in an 
artifi­ 
cially regulated room a random 
draught such 
as 
m ight 
stray 
through on 
open 
window 
can 
cause virtual rain in the 
room. 
V entilator ducts are planned 
to 
care for foul air et all times 
Another novelty is 
insulation 
of the entire house, calculated to 
require about SO per cent 
less 
heating energy than in a sim ilar 
uninsulated dwelling. 
The lnsu 


latlon will be equivalent to the 
protection afforded by one and a 
half inches of cork. 
It may be 
chosen from any one of 30 m ate­ 
rials, ranging from eel grass from 
Boston harbor to bits 
of 
paper 
mashed and sprayed on by 
air 
gun, with sodium silicate as a 
binder. 
The 
paper 
insulation 
would reach a 
depth 
of

three Inches. 
The ultim ate objective, heating 
and cooling with the sam e 
gas 
plant will not be attem pted 
at 
the start,

The heating and the cool­ 
ing plants at first will be separ­ 
ate. but it is planned finally to 
combine them in one plant. 
Underlying 
the 
experim ents 
the scientific principle is 
based 
on the use of am m onia, the boll­ 
ing point of which is 27 degrees 
below zero. In cold w eather this 
property of am m onia will be used 
to absorb heat from 
the 
less 
cold air outside. In sum m er 
it 
will be used by a reversed proc 
ess to absorb heat from the warm 
Interior of the house. 
The 
ab­ 
sorption process 
from 
outdoor 
cold does not supply all the heat 
in w inter, but the 
investigators 
hope to find a way to make 
it 
add appreciably to the 
warmth 
supplied in the ordinary way and 
so reduce the am ount 
of 
fuel 
ocnsumed.

cooling 
hope of success rests on the fact 
th a t a sm all tem perature

“T here is, of course, a definite

Furtherm ore, if it were 
possible to force building activity 
it might not always bo desirable. 
In those places w here building has 
been overdone, where there are too 
nauy houses und apartm ents, or 
stores, or factories, already, the 
only cure for the situation is to 
let up on new construction until 
the demand has caught up with the 
supply. 
The country as a whole, 
however, is not overbuilt. 
We are 
increasing in population at the rule 
of 1,500,000 a year. 
These people 
m ust bo housed. 
Moreover, the ris­ 
ing standard of living since the 
war makes the average family de­ 
mand better accommodations than 
it occupied in 1913. Also the move­ 
m ent of families to the suburbs of 
cities, made possible by automobile 
and other rapid transit facilities, 
causes a great potential demand 
for new housing. 
Tho growth of 
American industry and commercial 
activity requires the alteration of 
old plants to suit 
new 
require­ 
ments. 
"In spite of the huge road build­ 
ing carried on, present highways 
are woefully inadquate to take care 
of the increase in motor traffic. E x­ 
pansion of public utilities means 
huge expenditures for future con­ 
struction. 
While overbuilding of 
certain types in certain localities 
may have occurred, the demand for 
the country as a whole Is sure to 
be commensurate with the prosper­ 
ity and growth of the country. The 
recent halting tendency in building 
is more the result of money condi­ 
tions than of a saturated demand. 
This being true, every effort should 
be made to make 
available 
for 
legitimate 
construction 
purposes 
some of the huge funds which are 
now employed in stock morket or 
other forms of speculation. 
The 
present tightness in money rates is 
largely the result of such specula­ 
tion. 
Sooner or later this situa­ 
tion must 
correct 
itself. 
Tight

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Negro Colony With 
No Poor, Is Near 
Utopia On Island 


Beaufort, C. S. (£>)—In an island 
n ear here where, in 1862, federal 
arm y guns barked for the freedom 
of tile inhabitants, approximately 
5.000 negroes now live as prosper­ 
ous, happy property-owning farm ­ 
ers. 
While many 
modern 
conveni­ 
ences have found their way to St. 
Helena island, the 
negroes 
still 
hold to oxen as beasts of burden. 
More than 1300 of these animals 
draw the plows that turn the soil 
for crops of corn, cowpeas, sweet 
potatoes, long staple cotton, pea­ 
nuts and other sea island produce. 
Most of the negroes on the is­ 
land are descendants 
of 
slaves. 
They are deeply religious. 
There 
are seven churches in the com­ 
munity 
and 
numerous 
“praise 
houses” 
have 
been 
maintained 
since long before 1861. 
The praise 
houses are an institution 
which 
yearly attracts dozens of students 
of racial history and sociology. 
Twice a week the 
houses 
are 
opened for public 
worship. 
The 


congregations 
consist 
largely of 
women. 
A lay 
officer 
presides, 
reads from the Bible and talks 
briefly. 
Negro spirituals ar sung 
and at the end of the service some­ 
one begins prayer. 
The benches 
are moved to the back of the audi­ 
torium and the congregation join 
hands in a circle. 
Bodies swTay to 
the chanting, rhythm ic spirituals, 
hands are lifted high in supplica­ 
tion and the circle moves slowly 
around and around. 
This is con­ 
tinued for a time and the meeting 
is then adjourned. 
The island inhabitants take keen 
interest in education. 
The Penn 
vocational school, principal educa­ 
tional institution of the community, 
has taken prizes in 
competition 
with similar schools. 
There is a 
community house and other schools 
for younger children. 
The present colony was estab­ 
lished when w lrte residents fled 
from the island after the war be­ 
tween the states and the lands 
were sold for taxes. 
Negroes re­ 
mained on the island and the gov­ 
ernm ent assisted them in the oper­ 
ation of their farms. 
Today there are approximately 
1.000 sub-divisions on the land writh 
homes and small farms.
